For  offering  uninspected  meat  for  interstate  shipment:  Lincoln  Beef  Co.,  Inc., 
Boston,  Mass.,  $25  fine. 

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  U48.—In  re  Kapilojf  Poultry  Co.,  Keene,  N.  H.,  vs.  Nathan  North, 
Newark,  N.  J.  This  is  a  proceeding  before  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under 
title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  instituted  upon  the  complaint,  dated 
May  25,  1938,  of  the  Kapiloff  Poultry  Co.  against  Nathan  North,  seeking  repara- 
tion in  the  sum  of  $100.44,  the  amount  due  complainant  by  defendant  for 
poultry  shipped  to  it  on  April  29.  A  hearing  was  held  on  November  4.  From 
all  the  evidence  adduced  in  this  case,  it  was  found  that  the  above-mentioned 
sum  is  now  due  and  owing  the  complainant  from  defendant  and  that  the  failure 
of  defendant  to  pay  said  sum  constituted  an  unjust  and  unreasonable  practice. 
Therefore,  on  February  11,  1939,  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  complainant  the 
sum  of  $100.44,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  G  percent  per  annum  from  April  29, 
1938,  until  paid.  „         „   „.  , 

Dockets  Nos.  1164  and  1165.— In  re  Charles  U.  Fisher,  Sr.,  and  Dean  M.  Fisher 
vs.  Frank  Anderson  &  Son,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  and  Charles  U.  Fisher,  Sr.,  and  Dean 
M.  Fisher  vs.  the  Producers  Livestock  Marketing  Association,  Omaha,  Nebr.  On 
August  6,  1938,  Charles  U.  Fisher,  Sr.,  filed  an  informal  complaint  against  Frank 
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Anderson  &  Son  and  the  Producers  Livestock  Marketing  Association  seeking 
reparation  in  the  sum  of  $1,047.69.  On  the  same  date  Dean  M.  Fisher,  a  son  of 
Charles  U.  Fisher,  Sr.,  filed  a  complaint  against  defendants  seeking  repara- 
tion in  the  sum  of  $1,200.52.  A  hearing  was  held  on  October  8.  Due  to  the  feu 
similarity  of  these  two  complaints,  it  was  agreed  at  the  hearing  that  the  cases  be 
tried  at  the  same  time.  An  examiner's  report  was  served  upon  counsel  of  record 
for  each  of  the  parties.  The  examiner  recommended  that  the  claim  for  repara- 
tion against  the  Producers  Livestock  Marketing  Association  should  be  dismissed, 
and  that  reparation  be  awarded  Charles  U.  Fisher,  Sr.,  and  Dean  M.  Fisher  in 
the  amounts  claimed  against  Frank  Anderson  &  Son.  No  exceptions  were  filed 
by  any  of  the  parties  to  this  proceeding.  Charles  U.  Fisher,  Sr.,  died  on  Decem- 
ber 23  and  his  two  sons  were  appointed  administrators  by  the  District  Court  of 
Carroll  Count}^,  Iowa.  On  January  13,  1939,  the  above-mentioned  court  ordered 
that  a  proposed  settlement  of  the  claim  be  approved,  and  the  administrators  were 
authorized  to  accept  the  amount  tendered  by  defendants  in  full  compromise  and 
settlement  of  the  claim.  The  court  also  directed  that  the  administrators  join 
with  the  defendants  in  a  stipulation  for  the  dismissal  of  the  proceedings.  There- 
fore, on  February  11  the  proceedings  in  this  case  were  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  1168. — In  re  Jacob  Simels,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.     The  Acting  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  October  21,  1938,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the 
applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  his  application  for  a  license  to  buy, 
sell,  and  handle  live  poultry  in  commerce  under  the  provisions  of  title  V  of  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards   Act  should  not  be  denied.     A  hearing  was  held  on  - 
October  27.     A  copy  of  the  examiner's  report  was  served  on  applicant,  but  no  » 
exceptions  were  filed.     From  the  evidence  adduced  in  this  case,  it  was  found  <■ 
that  the  applicant  is  unfit  to  engage  in  the  activity  for  which  he  has  made  applica-  « 
tion  by  reason  of  his  having  within  2  years  prior  to  the  filing  of  his  application 
engaged  in  a  practice  of  a  character  prohibited  by  the  act.     Therefore,  on  February   . 
11,  1939,  the  application  of  Jacob  Simels  for  a  license  was  denied. 

Docket  No.  1180. — In  re  Walter  Maksimas,  Chicago,  111.  The  Secretary  of  ju 
Agriculture  on  January  5,  1939,  issued  an  inquiry  and  notice,  alleging  that  respond- 
ent was  financially  unable  to  meet  the  obligations  that  he  would  incur  as  a  licensee, 
and  that  on  August  8,  1938,  Charles  Weisz  &  Co.  filed  an  informal  complaint 
against  him  seeking  reparation  in  the  amount  of  $70.62  for  failure  to  pay  for  live 
poultry  purchased  in  interstate  commerce.  On  January  10  respondent  admitted 
service  of  the  inquiry  and  notice,  acknowledged  the  truth  of  the  matters  and 
things  therein  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On^  February  11  the 
Secretary  issued  an  order  awarding  reparation  to  Charles  Weisz  &  Co.  in  the 
amount  of  S70.62,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  6  percent  per  annum  from 
August  8,  1938,  until  paid.  He  also  ordered  that  the  license  of  Walter  Maksimas 
be  revoked  at  the  expiration  of  30  days. 

ONE-YEAR  PROBATIONARY  PERIOD  FOR  APPOINTMENTS 

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  has  notified  the  Department  as 
follows: 

"Attention  of  all  officers  concerned  with  making  appointments  from  registers  of 
eligibles  established  through  competitive  civil  service  examinations  is  invited  to 
section  2  (c)  of  Civil  Service  Rule  VII,  effective  February  1,  1939,  which  provides 
that  the  first  year  of  appointment  to  a  classified  position  shall  be  a  probationary 
period,  unless  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  6  months,  is  provided  by  regulation. 

"The  1-vear  probationary  period  is  applicable  to  all  appointments  effective 
after  January  31,  1939."
